We started writing underground 
drum ’n’ bass music and I think 
it always takes a while to find 
and develop a sound. I think 
you spend a lot of time creating 
music that sounds very similar 
to peers at the time. For 
instance, Sub Focus and 
Pendulum massively influenced 
us. But we decided to go on our 
own course and went through 
a lot of struggles really. People 
presume that if you write a tune 
you suddenly become massive, 
but for every big artist there’s 
10 years of them struggling 
trying to make it. We just 
persevered and got there in 
the end. 

WHAT DID YOU DO BEFORE 
YOU WERE DJS? 

I used to be involved in other 
aspects of the industry like 
promotional work and I was also 
part of an agency looking after 
a lot of the drum ’n’ bass acts. 
Both of us had jobs on the side, 
we never sat back and just did 
music because we couldn’t 
really afford to. Just before 
Nobody To Love, I remember us 
having a serious conversation 
and thinking we’ve not got 
enough gigs coming up and 



we’re getting on a bit now. But 
then things changed. 

CLEARLY! HOUSE IS BIG NOW. 
DOES THAT WORRY YOU? 

Before the house scene there 
was the dubstep scene. We 
were getting booked for 
drum ’n’ bass nights, and then 
all of a sudden this dubstep 
thing came along and there 
were people getting booked 
on you’d never heard of, who 
within about six months were 
then headlining festivals! So it 
was a bit weird. We’ve written 
some house tunes, but the 
difference with dubstep is some 
of that stuff, the really noisy 
stuff, we just weren’t really into. 
Whereas the house stuff we 
actually really like - it’s more 
musical for us. We’ve 
considered edging towards 
house ourselves, but dismissed 
that quickly as it wouldn’t fit our 
sound - we’re too energetic. 
YOUR MUSIC HAS BEEN ON 
SKY SPORTS. WAS THAT A 
CAREER HIGHLIGHT? 

I wish I could say yes, but I’ll be 
perfectly honest: we’re not 
really football fans. I’ll watch 
a game if it’s on, but I’m not 
clued up at all. Obviously for it 
to happen was a massive thing 
for us, but we didn’t know how 
much of a big deal it was until 
our mates started telling us. It’s 
a massive highlight though, 
when you look at the graphics 
on the advert of the players 
running with the flags behind 
them - it just makes the music 
seem even better as well!
